The Hindus and Musalméns of these provinces 
are a-very law-abiding people, but they. cannot quietlybear 
dishonour. The Inspector-General of Police in the Panjéb 
has.issued a strange order, to the effect’ that a descriptive - 
roll should be prepared of every one who has ever been 
punished for any offence. The Hindusténi, on the authority 
of the Tribune, gives an account of the alleged objectionable 
manner in which the descriptive rolls of some men and 
Nitved Kunwari, a Brahman widow, were prepared by the 
police in public at Amritsar, and observes that the Panj4bis 
are not in a way much to blame for the indifference with 
which they viewed the outrage onthe woman. The severity 
with which they have been treated on the charge of sympa- 
thizing with Mah4r4ja Dalip Singh has entirely crushed 
their spirit. But every sensible native will ‘hear of such 
an outrage with a strong feeling of indignation, and it 
is calculated to do a deal of harm to British rule, which 
even a thousand and one conciliatory measures will not 
remedy. If there were a council in the Panj&b composed 
of the representatives of the people, the Panj4b Govern- 
ment would be obliged to rescind the Inspector-General of 
Police’s Circular above referred to in the course of an 
hour. Twelve and a half millions of souls have been 
entrusted to a single individual in the Panj&b, who rules 
over them according to his own sweet will.

The sarishtad4rs of the Board 
of Revenue, whose pay is Rs. 150 a month, should be first 
appointed Officiating Deputy .

The Village Sanitation %0Me persons disapprove of the draft 
Bill. Village Sanitation Bill, on the ground 
that the levy of an additional tax will press hard on the 


‘poorer classes of the people, and that it is very difficult to 


provide for the thorough cleanliness of villages. But such 
obj ections cannot justify a neglect of the public health. It 
is true that the tax imposed under the Bill will make an 
addition to the burdens of the people, but the addition 
will be a very small one, as the average incidence of the 
tax on each house will not exceed 12 annas a year in any case. 
At all events, the tax cannot be considered heavy in view 
of the improvement which the measure will effect in the 
public health. At present there is no kind of sanitary 


arrangement in villages, and consequentiy they are in a 
most filthy condition.

The 
bifurcation of studies is a good proposal, but the way in 
which the University desires to give effect to it is open 


to objection. With reference to the A course, Trigono- 


metry will be removed from that course and Logic will 


be substituted in its place. But the curriculum of the 
Allahabad University for the First Arts examination is 
already inferior to that of other Indian universities as 
far as mathematics is concerned. . The N atrang refers t0 


the practical utility of mathematics in the pursuit of trades 


and professions and to the mental training which it affords, 
and observes that the Panjéb University originally almost 
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‘gniirely’ removed ‘mathematics from. thé curriculum fot 
the First Arts examination: But that university was con- 
yinced of its mistake after several. years’ experience, and 
reintroduced mathematics in 1882... The Mathematios course 
of the Panj&b University’ is’ much superior to that 
of the Allahabad ‘University, and. includes several books 
which are taught to the candidates for the B. A. examina- 
tion in these provinces. Any further reduction in its— 
Mathematics course by the Allahabad University may 
induce boys in other provinces to join the Colleges in these 
provinces and thus increase the number of ‘candidates, but 
it will greatly lower the prestige of the university. The 
candidates are already allowed several unusual facilities, 
as, for instance, a candidate who fails in a subject is 
re-examined only in that subject at the next examination. 


The provision of any further facilities will’ make the 
examinations a farce. .
